a pressure generating element disposed in the first chamber and adapted to 

generate a flow of breathing gas; 

a valve disposed in the second chamber and adapted to control a pressure or a 
flow of breathing gas output from the pressure generating system , wherein the first cond uit 
connects the press u re generating elem en t and the valve in f luid communication ; and 

a fastening system that secures the first and second housing members in the 
assembled relation to secure the pressure generating system and the valve within the first and 
second chambers respectively. 

2. (Original) A pressure support system according to claim 1, wherein the first 
housing member and the second housing member are each defined by a single piece of material. 

3. (Currently Amended) A pressure support system according to claim 1 , 

wherein the first and second plurality of cavities cooperate to further define (a) an external 

coupling and (b) a second conduit operatively connecting the pressure generating element or the 

valve in fluid communication with the external coupling responsive to the first and the second 

housing members being in the assembled relation. 
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
